To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Glendale  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  which  relates 
to  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year 

1966. 

There  are  a few  changes  in  the  details,  but  no  significant  trend 
away  from  the  pattern  established  over  the  years. 

There  were  more  births  in  1966  than  in  the  previous  year,  although 
the  total  birth  rate  was  still  below  the  national  average.  It  is  good 
to  report  that  there  were  no  infant  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  overall  death  rate  was  likewise  slightly  lower  than  the 
previous  year  and  the  biggest  single  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease 
and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  malignancy  was 
responsible  for  the  next  major  group  of  causes. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that 
there  were  no  notifications  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  There 
were  however,  a considerable  number  of  measles  notified  whereas  in 
the  previous  year  there  were  very  few.  This  illustrates  the  well 
known  biennial  periodicity  of  this  infectious  disease. 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  rate  of  the  district  remains 
at  a satisfactory  level.  There  can  now  be  very  few  children  indeed, 
who  do  not  receive  the  protection  afforded  by  the  routine  immunisations. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  itemises  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  and  in  most  aspects  these  conditions 
are  very  good. 

Attention  was  drawn  in  the  previous  report,  to  the  failure  in 
maintaining  good  food  hygiene  standards  throughout  the  district. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  standards  will  rise  in  the  coming  year. 
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Housing  presents  very  few  problems  in  the  Glendale  Rural  District. 
By  and  large,  the  standard  of  housing  is  excellent  and  the  continuing 
number  of  Standard  and  Discretionary  grants  help  to  further  improve  the 
overall  housing  level. 

This  will  be  my  last  report  to  you.  I am  leaving  the  district  to 
take  up  another  appointment.  I wish  to  place  on  record  my  sincere 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
interest  during  the  years  I have  worked  here.  I would  also  like  to 
thank  my  colleagues  on  the  Council  staff  and  particularly,  Mr.  Field 
for  his  help.  I will  be  leaving  the  district  with  the  very  happiest 
of  memories.

1966 

INTRODUCTION 

My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

An  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  submit  the  report  earlier. 

This  is  done  in  the  hope  that  the  matters  referred  to  will  be  more  topical. 
This  is  the  nineteenth  Annual  Report  that  I have  had  the  honour  of  presenting 
to  you. 

The  number  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  remains  at  three,  including 
myself.  Mrs.  J.  E.  Anderson  has  now  completed  ten  years  service. 

Mr.  G.  Stephenson,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  commenced  employment 
with  the  Council  in  1963  and  is  thus  in  his  fifth  year. 

During  the  year,  the  spate  of  legislation  both  by  statute  and 
regulations  continue  unabated. 

Under  the  following  general  headings  the  work  of  the  Department  is 

similar  to  that  of  last  year. 

Housing  Design  and  Management. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Public  Cleansing 

Meat  and  Other  Food  Inspection 

Hygiene  of  Food  Premises 

Pest  Control 

Building  Regulations  Administration  and  Supervision 

Public  Health  Act  Preventative  Measures 

Operation  and  Administration  of  Housing  Acts 

Town  and  Country  Planning  - Delegation  Duties 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  - Administration 

Government  Departments  call  for  more  reports  and  returns  and 

administration  work  becomes  more  complex  year  by  year.  It  is  hoped 

tha;  in  the  near  future  the  Council  will  consider  the  employment  of 

further  staff. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Water  Supply 

A good  deal  of  time  is  given  to  the  examination  of  the  various 
and  numerous  private  sources  of  water  supplies  for  human  consumption. 

Regular  sampling  is  maintained  of  all  these  sources.  During  the  year 
49  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory.  Of  this  number,  33  were  satisfactory  whilst  the 
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balance  were  unsatisfactory  and  called  for  further  attention.  This  usually 
meant  a further  visit  to  the  source  with  the  owner  or  the  owner’s 
representative  to  discuss  what  works  were  necessary  to  prevent  contamination. 

It  is  put  on  record  that  the  Fenton  Estate  has  now  been  connected 
up  and  now  enjoys  a mains  supply  of  water. 

The  Thornington  Estate  supply  was  improved  and  after  some  initial 
teething  troubles,  the  system  of  automatic  chlorination  is  operating 
satisfactorily. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  they 
supply  copies  of  the  results  of  all  samples  taken  from  their  installation. 
During  the  year  45  samples  were  taken  of  which  43  were  satisfactory  and 
2 unsatisfactory. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

It  was  hoped  that  this  year  under  review  might  have  seen  the  start 
of  improvements  to  Wooler  Sewage  Works,  which  are  now  somewhat  overdue. 
Unfortunately  due  to  the  economic  position,  the  Government  decided  no 
consents  could  be  given  to  work  proceeding  on  such  improvements  unless 
they  were  to  be  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the  export  drive. 

The  Northumbrian  River  Authority  continue  to  sample  the  effluent 
from  the  various  works  at  Milfield,  Wooler,  Lowick,  Chatton,  Bowsden, 
Branxton,  Wark  and  Crookham.  Whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  make  the  most 
of  the  works  at  Wooler  this  is  overloaded  and  effluent  of  varying 
unsatisfactory  standards  continues  to  be  discharged  into  Wooler  Water. 

Milfield  and  Bowsden  works  are  both  overloaded  and  continue  to  give 
unsatisfactory  effluents.  Relative  quantitites  which  are  discharged  by 
these  two  woiks  in  to  the  river  and  water  course  respectively,  are  small 
and  are  not  nearly  as  urgent  as  works  of  improvements  are  to  Wooler. 

The  remaining  works  at  Lowick,  Chatton,  Wark  and  Crookham  are  all 
post-war  construction  and  although  it  must  be  said,  a sporadic  unsatis- 
factory result  appears  they  are  normally  giving  satisfactory  results. 

Meat  and  Other  Food  Inspections 

The  inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  at  the  slaughterhouse  continued 
to  be  a major  duty.  Every  animal  slaughtered  was  examined.  Appendix  3 
gives  the  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  and  the  various  reasons 


for  condemnation. 
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As  in  previous  years  the  large  amount  of  offal  condemned  is 
attributable  to  liver  fluke,  particularly  in  Irish  cattle. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  poultry  processing  premises  at  V/ooler  developed  to  the  point 
where  any  further  expansion  and  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  virtually  impossible.  Therefore,  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  proprietor  began  negotiating  with  the  Council  for  the  leasehold 
of  the  former  goods  depot  at  the  disused  railway  station  yard,  the  Council 
having  purchased  this  from  British  Rail.  This  is  a large,  well  constructed 
building  which  could  be  easily  converted  into  a poultry  processing 
factory  to  deal  with  up  to  4,000  birds  a day.

Unsound  food  found  on  shop  premises  was  surrendered  and  buried  in 
the  refuse  tip. 

There  remains  a small  hardcore  of  persons  carrying  on  food  businesses 
who  do  not  appear  to  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  clean  food 
production.  It  is  hoped  in  the  coming  year  that  these  may  be  weeded 
out. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

The  number  of  retail  purveyors  of  milk  remains  at  three. 

Samples  of  the  milks  supplied  are  regularly  taken  by  the  County 
Public  Health  Inspector  by  arrangement  with  the  writer  to  save  travelling 
charges. 

Due  to  Government  polic3r  samples  have  been  taken  from  the 
Producer/Retailers  for  Brucella  Abortus.  The  samples  taken  have 
resulted  in  negative  reports.  The  routine  samples  taken  have  all  been 
satisfactory. 

I would  put  on  record  that  during  the  year  I have  had  no  complaints 
from  consumers  of  unsatisfactory  milk  being  supplied  to  them. 
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I would  again  put  on  record  that  I have  had  knowledge  of  unsatisfactory 
milk  being  delivered  long  after  this  has  taken  place.  Such  knowledge  has 
been  obtained  indirect  and  has  been  such  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
follow  up. 

I repeat  what  I stated  in  my  previous  Annual  Report  that  persons 
receiving  unsatisfactory  supplies  of  milk  should  make  a complaint  direct 
to  myself  and  this  can  be  investigated  and  the  unsatisfactory  samples 
submitted  for  the  necessary  analysis. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  service  is  operating  satisfactorily  after  the 
reduction  last  year  in  the  working  week.  It  is  now  a five  day  working 
week  of  40  hours.  It  is  impossible  to  complete  the  work  in  this  time. 

A five  day  working  week  with  an  average  of  four  hours  overtime  has  to  be 
worked  in  order  to  complete  collection. 

During  the  21  years  the  service  has  been  in  operation  the  composition 
of  the  refuse  collected  has  changed  drastically.  Solid  fuel  fires  now  in 
use  produce  very  little  in  the  way  of  ash  and  there  are  no  cinders.  Oil, 
gas  and  electricity  energy  is  now  more  generally  being  used  and  has  greatly 
reduced  the  proportion  of  ash.  The  general  composition  then  of  the  refuse 
now  collected  is  a small  percentage  of  ash,  with  the  bulk  made  up  of  cans, 
bottles  and  waste  fouled  paper. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  more  difficult  and  costly  to  find  tip 
cover  for  this  material  which  is  so  easily  blown  about  in  high  winds  from 
which  the  district  suffers  so  much. 

The  two  lorries  now  in  use  have  been  operating  for  six  years.  In 
1968  when  the  loans  on  these  vehicles  are  paid  off,  I propose  making  a 
request  to  replace  them  with  vehicles  of  a bigger  capacity.  These  will 
accommodate  the  very  bulky  refuse  described  and  will  to  a large  extent 
offset  the  mileage  travelled  in  the  collection  service. 

The  tips  at  present  in  use  are  at  Wooler,  Ford  and  Lowick.  Whilst 
every  effort  is  made  to  keep  them  without  nuisance  complaints  do  occur 
from  time  to  time.  At  Wooler  and  Lowick  particularly,  refuse  is  cast 
over  the  walls  and  gate  and  left  to  blow  about  during  hours  when  the  tips 
are  closed.  The  local  Police  Force  have  not  been  able  to  help  us  in  this 


matter. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  the  present  tip  at  Scotts  Quarry- 
should  be  finished  for  refuse  disposal  and  used  by  the  Scrap  Metal 
Dealer.  Tipping  is  proceeding  with  that  idea  in  view,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  satisfactory  negotiations  may  be  forthcoming  for  the  use  in 
the  future  of  another  tip  and  with  the  large  capacity  vehicles  mentioned, 
it  may  be  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  tips  to  one. 

23  Council  houses  had  their  dustbins  replaced  and  33  were  sold  to 
private  users. 

The  cost  of  cleansing  was  £8843.  0.  0.  which  represents  the 

rate  of  l/4d.  in  the  pound. 

This  figure  taken  on  an  average  dwellinghouse  in  Wooler  or  Lowick 
remains  at  l/6d.  a week  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal.  This  is 
not  an  unreasonable  sum  for  this  service. 

Petrol  Licensing 

The  capacity  of  storage  for  which  petrol  licenses  are  issued 
is  now  83,400  gallons  covered  by  86  licenses.  There  has  been  no 
increase  in  the  number  of  licenses  issued  since  last  year. 

Whilst  over  the  past  15  years  there  has  been  a steady  increase 
it  would  appear  a saturation  point  has  now  been  reached  of  the 
number  of  firms  who  find  it  an  economic  practice  to  store  their  own 
petrol. 

Salvage 

1/Ve  have  now  had  a full  year  working  with  the  mechanical  baler. 

This  has  made  the  work  of  baling  less  laborious  and  has  required 
less  labour.  We  continue  to  enjoy  guaranteed  prices  from  the  Thames 
Board  Mills  and  have  a long  term  outlet. 

The  net  income  from  waste  paper  sales  was  £400.  an  increase 
of  £87.  on  last  year. 

Pest  Control 

The  part  time  Rodent  Operator  attends  to  all  complaints  of 
domestic  premises  and  a free  service  is  given.  Following  visits 
are  made  until  the  premises  are  clear  of  rats  or  mice.  Surveys 
and  treatments  are  carried  out  at  least  twice  a year  to  the 
Council's  Sewers,  sewage  disposal  works,  refuse  tips  and  other 
premises  occupied  by  the  Council. 
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Factory,  Offices  and  Shops  Inspections 

Further  visits  were  paid  to  shops  and  offices  during  the  year  with 
special  reference  to  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963* 

Whilst  it  is  pleasing  to  note  one  or  two  of  the  offices  have  voluntarily 
improved  the  lighting  standards,  there  remains  considerable  room  for 
improvement  amongst  the  remaining  ones.  There  is  no  legal  standard  so 
that  it  is  impossible  to  do  more  than  persuade  office  occupiers  to 
voluntarily  make  improvements. 

Various  infringements  of  a minor  nature  were  detected  but  these  are 
generally  attended  to  when  pointed  out. 

Council  Houses 

Further  preliminary  work  was  done  on  the  proposed  extension  of 
Golden  Square  at  Wooler.  This  scheme  is  still  accorded  low  priority  as  there 
are  no  pressing  housing  needs  in  the  area. 

Of  the  13  cottages  at  Chatton  purchased  from  His  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Northumberland,  a further  7 were  modernised,  bringing  the  total  to  8. 
Preparation  of  the  site  for  the  2 one-bedroom  bungalows,  which  are  part 
of  the  same  contract  was  begun  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Surveys  of  sites  for  the  erection  of  2 two  bedroom  bungalows  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  at  Lowick,  a site  in  Main  Road,  being  finally 
decided  upon. 

The  cost  of  repairs  and  minor  improvements  per  house  for  the  financial 
year  ending  March  1967 , was  £6.19«10d.  - about  the  same  as  last  year. 
Supervision  and  management  was  £4.  9»  10d.  per  house.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  keep  the  number  of  repairs  down  to  a minimum  as  this  cost 
indicates. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  now  owned  is  476. 

Housing  (Financial  and  Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1936-1938 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  with  the  assistance  of  this  subsidy 
for  which  grant  has  been  paid  is  98. 

Private  Houses 

Six  houses  were  built  for  and  occupied  by  private  owners. 
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Housing  Act  19^9  - 6l 

Improvements  to  housing  appears  to  have  reached  stagnation  point. 

It  is  understandable  when  it  is  considered  the  large  number  of  houses 
modernised  with  grant  aid  in  the  past.  The  houses  for  which  grants 
are  now  being  applied  are  the  hardcore  of  the  balance  of  houses  left 
as  being  suitable  for  modernisation. 

The  number  of  Standard  Grants  approved  was  eleven,  an  increase 
of  one  on  last  year.  The  amount  of  grant  paid  totalled  £1,558.  0.  Od. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  was  the  same 
as  the  previous  year,  being  nine,  and  the  amount  of  grant  approved 
for  these  was  £3,211.  0.  Od. 

Building  Plans 

The  Building  Regulations  have  now  been  in  operation  for  eleven 
months  and  whilst  they  are  complicated  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
operate  them  as  smoothly  as  possible. 

The  total  number  of  plans  for  Planning  and  Building  Regulations 
was  70.  Of  these  38  were  applications  for  planning  consents,  35  being 
approved  and  3 rejected. 

On  the  basis  of  each  of  these  applications  for  planning  consent 
the  Council  receive  £3*  10.  Od.  thus  giving  £133»  towards  administration 
costs. 

Housing  - Demolition  and  Improvements 

Appendix  I gives  the  housing  standards  prevailing. 

There  remain  several  houses  which  are  not  yet  demolished  and  are 
st'll  included  in  the  total.  This  may  tend  to  give  the  wrong 
impression  as  to  the  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  District. 

Transport 

The  fuel  consumption  of  the  two  cleansing  vehicles  was  2,08l 
gallons  of  diesel.  The  bulk  of  this  was  supplied  under  competitive 
tender  by  Messrs.  Shell  Mex  & B.P.  Ltd.  The  figure  for  the  previous 
year  was  2,119  gallons. 
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The  Karrier  TJR  637  averaged  11.5  m.p.g.  on  a total  consumption  of 
88l  gallons  covering  10,146  miles.  The  S and  D UNL  775  used  1200  gallons 
of  diesel  covering  12,663  miles  at  an  average  consumption  of  10. 5 m.p.g. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  vehicle  has  a much  heavier  capacity 
than  the  Karrier. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  consumption  of  the  Karrier 
reduced  from  12.4  in  1965  to  11.5  m.p.g.  in  the  year  under  review,  whilst 
that  of  the  S and  D was  slightly  higher  by  .4  m.p.g.  on  the  previous  year. 

The  average  mileage  remains  much  the  same  showing  only  a difference 
of  80  miles  more  for  the  Karrier  and  a reduction  of  5 00  miles  for  the 
3 and  D.  This  figure  is  explained  by  the  time  the  S and  D was  off  the 
road  for  repairs. 

The  Mini  Van  continues  to  show  a good  petrol  consumption  giving 
42.1  m.p.g.  over  a total  of  10,105  miles.  This  did  46  m.p.g.  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  Massey  Ferguson  Tractor  used  359  gallons  of  diesel  a drop  of 
20  gallons  on  the  previous  year. 

Conclusion 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  put  on  record  that  Ford  won  the 
Best  Kept  Village  competition  for  the  smaller  villages.  Glendale  has  been 
every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  achievement  in  this  competition.  Since 
its  start  Chatton  has  won  the  trophy  twice  and  Branxton  once.  On  every 
occasion  there  has  been  a Glendale  Village  in  the  Finals.  Long  may 
success  visit  us  1 

At  last  we  have  been  able  to  actively  lay  the  foundation  for  some 
small  industrial  development  in  the  district.  There  is  every  reason 
to  hope  that  when  the  purchase  of  the  late  Wooler  Railway  Station  Site 
is  completed,  a start  may  be  made  on  development. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  putting  on  record  the  conscientious  work 
my  assistant  Mr.  Geoffrey  Stephenson  has  given  me  this  year.  My 
secretary,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Anderson  has  continued  to  be  a tower  of  strength
